me,  the  persons  whose  signatures  are  here- 
unto affixed,  do  associate  ourselves  together  for 
the  purpose  of  intellectual  and  social  culture,  and 
do  hereby  adopt  the  following  articles  of  asso- 
ciation : 

Article  T   name 

the  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the 
fortnightly  Club. 

Article  TT   members 

Section  i.  Candidates  for  membership  shall 
present  an  application  in  writing  endorsed  by  at 
least  three  members,  or  an  application  may  be 
made  by  three  members  in  behalf  of  the  candi- 
date* Ulhen  the  names  of  husband  and  wife  are 
proposed  for  membership,  the  vote  shall  be  cast 
as  for  one,  but  they  shall  count  as  two  members, 
Applications  must  be  read  at  a  regular  meeting, 
and  voted  upon  at  a  regular  meeting  not  earlier 
than  two  weeks  thereafter. 

Sec.  2.  Che  vote  shall  be  by  written  ballot, 
and  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  elect.  €ach  member  shall 
vote  for  no  more  than  one  candidate  at  a  time, 
husband  and  wife  counting  as  one. 

Sec.  3.  Ulhen  there  is  no  election  upon  the 
first  ballot  and  the  number  of  candidates  is 
greater  than  three,  the  succeeding  ballots  shall 


be  confined  to  the  three  candidates  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes*  lUhen  two  of  these 
three  candidates  shall  have  been  elected,  the 
remainder  of  the  list  shall  be  open  for  balloting. 
Sec.  4.  the  voting  shall  proceed  until  the 
list  of  candidates  is  exhausted,  or  until  it  is  dis- 
continued by  a  motion  to  that  effect  sustained  by 
a  majority  vote,  but  such  motion  shall  not  be  in 
order  until  three  ballots  shall  have  been  taken. 
Candidates  voted  upon  at  any  meeting  but  not 
elected  shall  not  be  voted  upon  again  without 
t\)^  previous  notice  required  by  Section  1  of  this 
Article. 

Article  TTT   Officers 

the  officers  of  the  Club  shall  consist  of  a 
President,  Uice-President  and  Secretary,  whose 
duties  shall  be  those  usually  devolving  upon 
such  officers,  they  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
and  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  or  until  their 
successors  are  elected.  Jit  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  four  members  shall  be 
efcoscn,  who,  together  with  the  President,  Uice- 
President  and  Secretary,  shall  constitute  an  ex- 
ecutive Committee.  Tt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
executive  Committee  to  determine  the  place  of 
meeting;  to  arrange  a  programme  of  exercises; 
to  receive  and  present  to  the  Club  applications 
for  membership;  to  propose  and  submit  to  the 
Club  for  adoption,  such  standing  rules  of  pro-

Article  TU    meetings 
Regular  meetings  of  tbe  Glub  shall  be  beld 
on  eacb  alternate  Iftonday  evening  from  October 
i  to  June  I. 

Article  U    Quorum 
Of  tbe  Club  one-tbird  of  all  tbe  members, 
and  of  tbe  executive  Committee  a  majority, 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

Article  UT    Amendments  and  Um 

Amendments  to  these  articles,  also  by-laws, 
standing  rules  and  amendments  tbereto,  may  be 
proposed  at  any  regular  meeting,  voted  upon  at 
tbe  next  regular  meeting,  and  adopted  by  a 
two-thirds  vote,  and  no  article,  law  nor  rule 
shall  be  adopted,  amended  or  repealed,  except 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  at  a  regular  meeting  after 
a  notice  given  at  some  previous  regular  meeting. 

Standing  Rules 

i.  tbe  exercises  of  tbe  evening  shall  begin 
promptly  at  eigbt  o'clock,  and  shall  consist  of 
one  paper,  not  exceeding  forty-five  minutes  in 
length.  Tour  persons  shall  be  appointed  by  tbe 
executive  Committee  to  discuss  eacb  paper,  and 


£OM*tHHtlCtt  their  names  shall  be  printed  in  the  programme. 

the  time  limit  of  each  of  these  discussions  shall 
be  five  minutes  in  length,  these  shall  be  fol- 
lowed by  a  general  conversation  of  thirty  min- 
utes; in  which  one  person  shall  speak  not  more 
than  twice.  Closing  remarks  by  the  leader, 
limited  to  five  minutes'  duration,  shall  end  the 
programme. 

2.  Absence  from  three  consecutive  meetings 
without  a  satisfactory  excuse  to  the  executive 
Committee,  rendered  before  the  next  meeting, 
shall  be  construed  as  a  desire  to  withdraw  from 
the  society,  and  names  shall  be  dropped  from 
the  list  without  further  notice.
